T N the iteTigious hoiife to which Ofwald 

•* had retired, was a Monk, called Re- 

ginhald, whofe mind but ill-fuited his 

' profeffion, or his refidcnce in a feat of 

piety. He was brother to Grey, and by 

his intereft had been not long fince ad- 

l mitted iato the monaftery, and promoted 

I ^ to fome degree of dignity and authori-

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^. His mann e rs i;yrre equally b r utal 
witH thofe of Grey, but lefs difguifed 
by art and hyppcrjfy. He was, like 
kiffl, abjed and ferviie, but by no means 
fo well (killed in the arts of flattery : in- 
Ibtent and'afllin^ing, but iK)t^^aFe&l to 
diftinguifh between thofe who feared and 
thofe who defied lus power; / Henc e w|j| 
he frequently controuled and mortifiedi 
by his brethren, whpm 1^ di:>:aded from 
a confcioufnefs of his own excefTes; and 
who dctefted and fipori^ed him indeed, yet 
feared the power which fupportcd, or 
jjeemed to fupport hirp. They xegar^ed 
his brother as the fayourite of Lord 
Raymond, and Lord Raymp^ as heir 
to the houfe of Salilbury, and already 
poflefTed of all its greatnefs. To pur- 
chafe his proteftion, therefore, they turn- 
ed their eyes from his offences, and fiiflfer- 
^d him to difgrace anddifturb their houfe

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by fcandalous cxccflcs, utteriy fubvcrfivc! 
of holy difcipline and order. I>runken«- 
iiefs, and riot, and lewdnefs, had often- 
times profaned their walls with impq- 
iiity. They lamented thefc enormities 
of their unworthy brother ; but, inftead 
of difcloling and punifhing them, la- 
mented to each other in fecret, left they 
ihould forfeit the favour and protedtion 
ef Lord Raymond ; although the mif- 
creant had been icarcely known, and 
was utterly unnoticed and difregarded 
by this Lord. 

Grey had conceived a fudden hope of 
pre^fenting the efFeds which the flight of 
Ofwald threatened^ bf means of this Re^ 
ginhald ; and, if not of gaining young 
William into his omn power, at le^ft of 
preventing any crrj^flaries from fpreading 
the intcUigenqc of his efcape to fanftu^ 
.>t . B z ary. 
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arjr, and the diftreflfis of his mother*; 
That it was that determined him to de- 
part inftantly, and to vifit this monaftery : 
but his brother, adive and officious in 
every deed of bafenefs, had already pre* 
vented hisdefires. Ofwald had happily 
reached the monaftery, andReginhaldwas 
among the firft to demand the reafon of 
his appearance. Scarcely could he reftrain 
his paflion until Ofwald had compleated 
his ftory ; and, then, burft forth with un-- 
bounded rage into the vileft and fevereft 
reproaches. He charged him with falfe- 
hood and treachery ; declared himfelf re- 
folved inftantly to', learn the real nature 
of his crime, and purpofe of his flighty i 

and, for this reafon, to repair in perfon 
to the caftle. In the. mean time, with 
an affumed air of authority he ordered 
that this fugitive fhoiild be ftridtly guard- 
ed, and kept from all intercourfe till his 

retura. 
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iseturn. Ofwald heard his brutar Viru- 
lence and paflion, not without fome ter- 
ijor^ which was noted, and regarded as 
an indication of guilt. The direftions 
of Reginhald were obeyed, and he him- 
fclf nowhaftened to inform his brother of 
this event. He met him when he had 
but juft rode a few paces from the 
caftle ; whither Grey inft^ntly returned 
with the Monk, 

•They retired to a private conference 
with equal eagernelk, and- with minds 
equally prepared for outrage or treach- 
ery. The Monk prevented the enquiries 
of his brother, by relating what had juft 
now paffed at the monaftery. Grey ex- 
preffed a fuUen joy, when informed that 
Ofwald was clofely guarded, and, for 
the prefent, effeftually prevented from 
fpreading his faucy tale, or purfoing 
» 3 l^e 
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the itR^n far ^ich he fiad fleii. He coftt^' 
rncnded the zeal of Regmhald; and^ 
fcizing his arm wkh an afpedt^ eamefty 
and injilenoufly Iblemh, he deGlafed^: 
that both their iutui^ fortnMs depended 
on eonfining CMVald from aU inierccnirfit 
m6 gaining youiig WiHiatn into their 
o*h ptr*ep and diipcifaL The rad^ 
Mdhki ^hejft flrft thchights were eVer 
to recur to violence, inftantly diicltlred 
for feizing both, and forcing them from 
their retreat : but he was ftepped by 
Qrtfi wha Cenlured fiich procedure at 
dangeknis and unwarrantaUie; and pro« 
noUliC€d it ileceflary to Jnirfiie siliafurcs 
the moft deliberate and 'moft cMtiointlf 
concerted. He proceeded to difele^ aH 
the iraofaiStidns of Lord Raymond from 
his fifft arrival at the ciftle of SaJ^fbUr}^ 
all ihi cfibrts made to (hake the conftancif 
of £iai and all the oppofidoh'and difdaih 
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taf that proud C>unceft. He began t<* ex- 
pi^nboWmui^ tbsir fortunes mufl bead^ 
▼anced by^ &i£ng m^ans ^ conquering 
ber rdblution, and bf tke final fuccefs of 
ij3ffd iUyi»Ofid in aA^t^iAf^ M\ ahd in- 
diTpumble po^filon of tht; lands and dig- 
jiities of the hottfe ftf Saliibiirjr. But Re- 
^nald^ eonfcioiis tHfat his own fecuritjr 
from difgrace and punlffiitaent depend- 
ed on the influence and protedion of 
this JjitAj ntecdcd'no kidutemcnt to ton- 
^cw ift thd defigns diid pt^kes of his 
ItttocheYr MebW)k6 ih upon his diF- 
4cxmtk vnth a p^onate heat^ s(nd kmd- 
iy condemned ill his !ate proceedings. 
^. Wh7> %s he, was not I maude acquaino- 
** ed with yfiurdifficufaies ? whjr wo^^Ot 
^ their ha/idt fbrdUy jmsed? I ftould 
^ haM& at once prohounced the nuptial 
^ beaedix^ton over them, and> without 
f rogacd tQ iema)^ pride or fcttipki, 
B 4 f haye 
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.* have united them for . ever -in . ihoie 
\ ban^s, which no human power can 
^rend afundcr/ — Grey again began to 
. condemn his violence, and to urge the 
ncceflity of cautbn, 'when their conference 
was fuddenly interrupted by a domeftic, 
who furprifed them by declariiig that te 
fought the Monk, and had in charge, to 
condufl him to the Counteis. 

The mind of this unhappy .Lady had 
long been violently agitated, the true 
cayfe of that languor and malady which 
,opprefled. her gentle frame* The hopes 
ftie had conceived of the fafety of her 
fop, and the fpcedy arrival of friends and 
deliverers, had adsd on her harrafled 
fpiritslike a powerful medicine, and<:heck- 
ed the progrefs of her diforder. " She had 
iTOW Icifure to turn her thoughts to her 
iiufband, and to weigh thpfe accountSu of

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Thisifdpc.wlHch Ofwaidhad raihly convey- 
ed to her. The idcatjf his difloyalty was 
pierciog : flie revo&ced^ it frequently ; flie 
reafoned on tfaeintdUigence Ihei teid re- 
ceived ; flie bcliev^ ; ihe doubted; flie 
indulged her fufpicions; and flrove to 

banifli them, by. turns*. Ill were thofe re- 
flations fuited to reftore her impaired 
health; yet flic dwelt upon them* The 
fatithful Elinor, froch whom flie could ~ 
iiot conceal her thoughts, in vain endea- 
voured to compofe' her diftraftions, and 
to allay her inward grief: fl:Ul ftie tor*- 
mented herfelf with rcifledtions . on the 
fuppofed falfehood.of her Lord, andoii 
his Unhappy fate; when the attendant 
catfually difeovered from a window the ap- 
proach of Regtnhald, and obfcrved with 
fome furprife that*a rcHgious man, who 
by his habit feemed of the neighbouring 
pionaftery^ was now entering the ^c^Mfa'. 
. . ' « He 
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^ He comes vith news df my fi;>n,' faid 
tl^ Countcfi haftily > * Let him be called 
' hither. — •—And, alas^ this dtftradtsd 
« hrta& hath but too much nocd of fjAri^ 
* tual cduftfd aftd cdmlfeft/ 

A ddmeftic tlriis inftantly difpatched trt 
feek the Mohk y trho now appeared be-^ 
fore the C^untefs. Nityrally b^e jind 
mean, afid neVer bcfdre admtttdd ihu^ 
fuch a prefence^ he Aood abafhcd and 
tonfufed; and the confctouihefs of his 
own vile pBrp^fts ii^nred to ertcreafe his 
dlforder. His afpeft, in which the fern- 
fual and malignant paflkins had fixed 
their feat, and his deportment, which 
was tbar of the rude hind or midn^hc 
brawler, not of the hoty and ktuntsd 
clerk, were furveyed by the Counteft 
with fudden diiguft She fhudderod, H 
fit the view of fome loathfome aniioal :

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f«, dfltiitiing St ptdtid air^ and endoa- 
VOli/ing td com^^kl ber'difiilcd^ flie alked 
tf hts oi^der arid refideilce; No AKHier 
hftd he rfambd the brotherhood of Sarum^ 
thsin raifing h^fclf from the couch OD 
which Ihc leaned, " You then" faid 
ihe, ' bring me news of my fon-^dif- 
< {{atched to acquaint me with his fafe 
* arrival within your holy walls — Is it 
5 not fe V Reginhald coldly anfwered, that 
her fon was fafe, and had been depofited 
In the monaftfiry by his condudon The 
Gountefs^ with claiped hands and eameft 
accents, uttered a prayer for his protect 
tion« Elinor was tenderly a£%dedi ahd^ 
uniting her fervours with thofe of her be* 
ioved miftrefs^ commended young Wil^ 
itam to erery fiunt and holy angel. The 
Monk ftood unmoved, and fcarcely could 
afiUme the appearance of devopon, ju^ 
A> far as tx> pronounce a cold aileat to 

ti^ir 
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their petitions. The Countefs was on 
the point of inrjploring his protedion for 
her fon, but' the difguft which fhe had 
conceived at his afpeift, and which was 
cncreafed by his demeanour, rejire(fed 
that thought, ' ' She contented herfclf With' 
fpeaking her hopes in geheral,' that his 
innocence and his wrongs would not fail 
to faife him friends in the houfe of pietj^ 
and charity. She fpoke of the oppref^ 
fion which fhe herfelf had fuffered, in 
terms of bitternefs and indignation : " And 
feemcd to demand, as her juft right, the 
Vigorous interpofition of every good rnati 
for her relief, but more efpccially the 
dutiful and faithful offices of thofe holy 
'men who had experienced her favour and 
munificence. The filence of Reginhald 
gJive her an occafion of repeating and 
enforcing her difcburfe : but her dif- 
couJ-fe \Vas directed to an unfriendly ear* 
*: - The 
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The wicked Monk bad fixed his eyes up- 
on an obje6t, which totally diverted his 
attention from the Ccuntefs. Near her 
coUch there ftood a table, on which^ 
among fome female ornaments, was de- 
pofited a ring, an ancient and precious 
jewel, which had long b^entjie diftin-^ 
-guifhing ornament of her noble houfe, 
^nd bore its enfigns armorial curibuQy 
impreffed. The fight . of > this inftantly 
fuggefled a treacherous purpofe to the 
Monk J for which it was neceflary to poG 
fcfs-himfelf of the jewel. His ficuatioa 
was convenient for feizing it, unnoticed 
by Eia or her attendant. He watched a 
favourable moment to convey it to his 
bofom ; and, having once fecufed his 
prize, he was more at leifure to anfwer 
the difcourfe of the Countefs, to aflume 
fome appearance of gravity, and to af- 
fedl the dignity and Ipintual authority of 

his 
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iifli fyntaiQA. H«4eclftr«(t> t}>At> witjiipt 
their walb, her fon coujd no? fuffeir 
wrong : but. that it was iinneqeflafy tq 
fend him thither for proteftion. Nature 
and th^ royal plcafure pointed to }iis no?' 
We kinfmaft Raymond as' his true pror 
tedtor. — ^The Coufitefs prepared to ex- 
prefs her indignation, but v/hh an infor 
lence which hemiftook fi>r grave autliorir 
ty ; he warned her to beware of frow^d 
pride. 'Their liege Lord/ he feid, * had 
^ gracioufly cx)iifidered her widowed ftate, *' 

* ai^d provided Telief and comfort. — Her 
« haijd, her AfFeftion^ and her obedience 

* wer? now due to Lord Raymond : fiich 
f th? King's command. Heaven had 

* ^pprove^ h^ l^ip4 purpofe, an,d would 

* not f^il to p.yniflx that obftinacy and 

* h^ughjfy perv^rfeoefs, which rejefted 

* its blelSp^s/ ' And dareft thpu, 

* abandoned and hateful Wretch/- -thus 

did 
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ger to h^cak forth ; * P^r^ th^u pfo- 

* Jfajip.tiie name of heaven ? art thou 
\ devoted to its fervip^, ap4 dpft tbpu 

* J^atter the baftoefs, and wpylcjft thpu 

* promote the lewd pwjppfe^ pf Juin who 
*^ hafh renounced its lawis, aQd defies^ 

* its vengeaiKe ? — Thy o\fQ;iiy^(;y be 

* be upon thin? pw» hpad !' This waa^ 
the reply of Regipii^, who w.3,3 har- 
dened againit all reproof, and impatient 
to feek his brother. Hf turned away in 
fallen difdain, 3pd left th^ Cpuotcfs in 
wonder and juft refentment at his brutal 
infolencff -, nor did this 'i;itervipw tend to 
allay the fears and fuipicions of a fond 
mother. If the oppreflion of Lord Ray^ 

* inond could have it^ minifters andfa- 

* vourers among the pjofefled votaries 

* of religign, where might innocence? 
« find refuge; or where ieek its juft 

• re- 
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* iredrefs?* She now dreaded that the? 
facred privileges of fandtuary might 
not find the due regard^ as her eneWiy 
feemed to haVe Corrupted the . reverend 
brethren, and to haVe gained them over 
to his wicked purpofcs. She wifhed fhe 
had contended with her malady, and ac- 
fcompanied her; fon,;'agdin (he wifhed (Be^ 
had not rafhly ei^trufted him to falfe and 
treacher6us guat'diafiV. * Her prefence 

* might have jSroved a fufficient protec- 

* tion to him: Raypdnd could not dare 
« openly fo have raifed Jiis arm againft 

* him; ahdfurely thepytrage and ufur-. 
' pation of this Lord ,could not long be 

* concealed/— Thus did flie condemn her 
conduit, and torment her foul with 
gloomy and terrible imaginations ; tho* 
yet unacquainted with, the dangers and 
diftrefs now prepared for herfelf and 
hcrfon. 

SECT. II. 
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S E C T* H. 

TjEGINHALD had fought his bro- 
•''^ ther^ and recounted all his interview 
with Ela, Grey Hill accufed.him of vio- ' 
knee and tarbidence, and ui:ged the ne- 
ceflity of welK timed diffiniulation,of art, 
caution, andfmooth addrefs. The Monk 
was prxjvokcd at this afFeftaiion of fuperior 
Y^ifdom-y and, inftead of retorting his re- 
proof, difpkyed the ftolen jewels in filent 
ajid contemptuous triumph. Crey was 
too well verfed in the arts of fraud and 
mifchief, not to conceive at once, that 
this ring was to be ufed for deceiving 
the brethren of the monaftecy, or abufing 
Ofwald, asoccafions might require, by 
pretended orders and direftions from the 
Countefs. He viewed it eagerly, and re- 
garded: it> (not without realbn) as an in-

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flntoicntof his purpofes^ too important^ 
to be entruflxid wholly tGCthe iFioicot; 
hands q£ Eeginhald. He commended 
his zeal and^drefs, whldv he cohfidentlf 
pmmifed, {houM, in duetime, meet their 
full reward : he invited him to rcfrdh^' 
ment; reminded him of his fatigue^ and 
that the hour of reft approached : lieprb* 
mifed that^ by the dawn of morning, he' 
hinfifelf would be ready to actompany 
him to the mbnaftery, wjiere he made no- 
doubt of happily accomplifhing theip 
purpofes, and^ layihg a: firm fbutidatloit- 
of their future fortunes. Reginhald 
yielded to his inftance^, and retired. 
Grey repaired without delay to the apait^^ 
ment of Dord Raymond, and appesuMt^ 
before him with a fsft:e of joy and fatif^' 
faiftion. He congratulated him upon the 
profpeft of a fpeedy and final acconj-*!. 
plilhment of his wifhes: he briefly re- 
" lafed 
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kted theconduAof hi$ brother at the: 
monaftery^ his reception of Ofwald, andr 
the means already taken to prevent that' 
traytor from ofEcioufly fpreading.hk talet- 
he declared his purpofe of feeking him-^ 
inftantly in his retirement 5 and was 
fully affured, (he faid) that, by the af- 
fiftance of the Monk, (yrhofe zeal and 
vigilance he praifed ) he fhould be 
al^le to bring Ofwald to that punifhr 
;j)ent which his falfehood merited, and 
to : gain young William into his ab- 
iblutc difpofal, the fure means of pre- 
v^ing over the pride of Ela, and ^- 
gaging her to a full compliance .with his 
wiftits. Raymond wondered 5 but Grey 
related his confident affurance? of fuc- 
cefe, and departed with requefting hia 
Lord patiently to wait th^^cncs which 
the iuccceding day muft produce*

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• It -was now night? but fraud and \n- 
terefted malice are ftrangers to reft. The 
Monk was wholly engaged by the 
thoughts of future favour and prefer- 
iiient i and Grey watched, like the great 
enemy of mankind, to enfhare the inno- 
cent, and to feduce the weak. He bu- 
fily revolved' in his mind the late tranft 
aaions, and his, future defigns. He 
thoughtof an expedient which Reginhald 
. had mentioned, that pf forcibly joining 
. the hands of Raymond ^nd the Countefe, 
and pronouncing the nuptial bleffing 
without regard to her confcnt -, an expe- 
dient which he now confidered not as the 
fugg^ftion of rafiinefs and unexperienced 
hS^ but fuch as the beft guided policy 
might have recourfe to, and fuch as their 
dcfigns might neceffarily require. Ia 
the mean time, he refolved, if poffibk-, 
to refcrve the difpofal pf young William 
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Jto himfelf, ajid even to fecretehinr from 
luord RayinQn4*s power. If this Lord 
Ihould prove fuccefsful, he migj^it forr 
get' the fervices of his creature, or not , 
d-ew^rd U]«m tft the fsaJl extfent 0f iiis 
ffiti^CB. The poiSeffion dF this b<}y- might 
^leftafter enable him to f^v^Uge fueh 
jncgleit, by. i3ii^pe<aedly: prodncmg a 
.young heir to aflfert his rights: or if 
jhe CouGtefi fhould be i^lievedfrOm.hef 
j^re^nt pppfefEoa, and her fuitor recall- 
^dy or forccd^frpm her caftle ; the im- 
portant fepviceof reftoring herfon nright 
.attone for his former iniblence, and 
ihield him frofin puniihmeat : or fhould it 
be neceflkry for his purpofcs to deftroy 
this child V this might be done more fe- 
curcly in Tome place of private retirement j 
and more acceptkbly to bis Lord> when 
iexccuted without his knowiedgeor par- 
Jidpation. , His oWnintefcil wm the fole 
C 3 objea 
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bbjeft of his thoitghts, and as to th^ 
means 6f advancing it ; to him, ail were 
equally indifFerent. 

The dawn of morning ftoie' upoit 
him, while he was anxioufly engaged in 
thefe refleftions : and rkeginhald now 
ftood beforif him, urging him to purfue 
his intended courfe without further de- 
lay. He firft fummoned fome chofea 
vafTals of Raymond, and, in the name 
of that* Lord, ordered them to foiled* 
his fteps at fome diftance, and Jo hold 
themfelves ready to ob^ '^P orders^ 
The brothers then took oleir way, and 
^Jpo n reached the mohafterp^. Here they 
IfBund that,notwitliftanding the directions 
^Rcginhald, the Lord Abbot had been 
made acquainted with the arrival of 0£- 
wald ; had examined him imperfon, had 
heard, and was duely afi^dted by. hit 
: ^ ftory; 
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^6x7; prdmired him protection, and

The brothers con« 
gratulated each other on arriving fb op<* 
portunely ; and, at their defire, were 
conducted into the fame apartment. Of^ 
iwald ftarted and trembled at the fight 
of Grey ; who, with a demeanour grave 
and folemn, and with well afFeded hu« 
inility, addreffed himfelf to the Abbot 
in the following manner :

The Abbojc 
fcenacd to aflenti and. the crafty niinion 
proceeded thus : * A decent interval of re • 

* tipemcntwas allowed to. her grief; an^

.* tained with the rcfpeft due to hi; 

> greatncft : nor was Ihc Ipng a ftrangei*

* Even when her bodily diforder began

» iKU uriconquered : nor were thofe wild 
< vifions yet difpelled, which had fo long 
« tornl&nted her.; Herdifcourfeindted

* Deemed ixftre corififtenti thoii^ VtWb

^ tritk ^e rkh intetitaii^dl of htt lordly 

* Itotife : b« not t6 pttifue the ruin of

1 naftety.-— O tfty friend, who could 

* ftand immoved at her diftedcr ? But t 

* did not faffcr att my emotion to break 
^ out. I contented myfelf^ in general,

* mand it. I then retired, impatiently

The fucccfs which:, had hitherto attend- 
ed the pradtices and defigjns' o^ Qpcy^ 
ffave him authority and co|ifequence with

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hri Lord, Jttid cmcottragcd hkn to^ wgc 
^is advke bcddly aod videfttly. When 
iie h^ firfl: iaformed him ia general of 
-^ tranfa^iDJis «f the moiuUbery^ he 
f»^fl: him to <:ofifider ferbuflf that ikw 
tftcidents might arife, new dajigers threat- 
en him, whkh might not always be 
prevented. He Tpoke with feverity •£ 
his irrefolute and tsmid conduct : aiked, 
if it was his ]^ttrp<^ to abandon ail his 
prions hopefi, to return di%raced and 
■xtyc&:tii% to encounter fcorn and re- 
proach^ as a perfoitt unworthy of the 
regards of this Lady, prefumptuous 
ijindufijuil. Nothing icould fecure his 
|ionoi$r from wkiaki or perhaps his life 
from rerenge, b«t his immediate nup- 
tials with the Countefs. Of this he fpoke, 
:as of an eyent abfolutely m the power of 
Rj^mondy and delayed only by his mif- 
laken tei^df^nefs.

' been* affciStcd by the infolence of Grey, 
hefitated, and infilled on a full explana- 
tion of this myfterious language. Grey 
again urged the abfolute neceffity of pre- 
vailing in his prefent undertaking, both 
for his -honour and his fafety^ the eternal 
•. ' infamy. 
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infamy, nay, the utter impoffibility of 
receding, after having already proceeded 
thus fan To this he- added fome artful 
praifes- of the Countefs, and many ani> 
anated obfervation? on the happinefs of 
that man wiio Ihould poffcfs fuch a trca- 
fure of beauty.

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ia. th« fpace of a few months, fift^ncd 
(0 tfaie &^eitation$ of n new fukor^ mA 
cdsAmtd to receive tha hftti^ of li^r op^ 
pfc0br. If the honoiMr and rwereiKje 
wkfe which (he refitted oh Lord WUliaoi^ 
had beenfomewhat impaired by hef MV 
pkions of his difloyalty, a new and 
niore vidiept averfion to Ijord Ra^mOTid 
now paffeiTed her miad, and there fti& 
kept up to infie^dble refolution never 
to acknowledge his pretenfions to her 
inheritance, or to accept his Wve. In 
fuch difpo&ions Ibe reeeiy^dt tfee "^vi- 
fits of this L.ord with di&I^n;, nor an- 
fwered his tenders of affe^on, but by 
inveighing with all the bitternefs of con- 
tempt and abhorrence ag^inft the meai^ 
deceit which he wi^ * nie^w pra^iftng..

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kind offices- to her afflicted Lady. At 
the appointed hour, Raymond appeared 
before her, and firft in gentle terms re*- 
proached her unkind coldnefs and fever 
rity ; but urged his love in a manner 
more bold and perctnptory. She^ was' ft* 
lent : he renewed his inftances : Ihe 
breathed a deep figh^ and looked up ta 
heaven as if complaining of her unmerit- 
ed diftrefs,, her helplefs ftate,. which ex- 
pofedher to thefe inlblent and hdtcful 
foUicitations.

He received the unwekome guefts with 
an appearance of refpeft. They were 
condufted to an apartment, and enter- 
taiaed with due courtefy by the man who 
E 4 had 
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had brought the news of their arrival 
and who' now had ftri£t charge, that for a 
while they ihould be kept from any in- 
tcrcourfe or conference with the other 
attendants. 

A fmall ray of hope feemed, to dart 
through the gloom which had poflefled 
the mind of Grey, when he found that 
Lord William himfelf was not yet arriv- 
ed. A little refpite feemed of moment, 
as it allowed him to refleft, and to con- 
cert his future meafures. At firit, he 
thought of abandoning his Lord, and 
fecuring himfelf by flight •, but, although 
Raymond Ihould not be able to revenge 
fuch defertipn, the power and refentment 
of Lord Hubert were terrible, and could 
not fail to deftroy him.

xnond had long been accuftomed to re- 

fign 
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fign himfelf to the guidance of this fei 
vouriie : by him he had been gradually led 
on from onecxcefs to the other*; and'fb 
thoroughly was his mind prepared to re* 
ceive the very worft impreflions, (fuch is 
the fatal confequence of the firft devia- 
tion from virtue) that, inftead of trem- 
bling at this laft propofal, he feenied 
only foUicitous to know the fureft meani 
of efFeftingit. — And, here again, the 
favourite affumed that fiiperiority which 
the pliant temper of his Lord and an 
intimate acquaintance with his weaknefs 
and unjuft defigns had given him. He 
defired that all future meafures fliould be 
lentruftedto him ; thatfrom him the atten- 
dants fhould be diredled to receive their 
orders. Raymond acquiefced, yet not 
without the utmoft anxiety, and moft 
melancholy prefages. His retirement 
was difturbed and painful: all theanha- 

bitants 
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bitarits of the caftle plainly perceived 
that fomething extraordinary had occuf^ 
red J fomething to diforder their Lords 
and to perplex his defigns.

* them.** — They gazed upon each other 
with furprife, but it was in vain to^ ex- 
poflulate ; they af^aled to tinne to coa- 
dSrm the truth of their declarations : and 
Grey then proceeded to . fummon Sonm 
t)(f the boldeft and inoft zealous of the 
attendants on Raymond, who were coi^ 
dufted to their Lord, and by him com- 
manded to receive their oidcrs from hi^ 
favourite,^ and implicitly to follow his 
dire&ion. 

Thefe commands Grey pretended to 
explain more fully. He told them, that^ 
from advices lately received, their Lord 
had good reafon to apprehend a falfe de« 
pgn to drive him from thofe pofleJP'

* raifed him to the throne : this arm 

* can tear him from it/ Then embra- 
cing her with a paternal fondncfs, * The 
« fpirit of thy brave father,* faid he, 

* dwells in thee. Yes, fair partner of 
^ my fortunes, the King fhall give mc 

* jufticc. Let my wiife, no, the '^ife 

* of Raymond, now enjoy for a while 

* her fovfl difloyaky. My vengeance 
"^ Ihall be firfl; dinefted againft the great 
' author of my wrongs, the proud 
■ Hubert. In the fate of his mifguided 

* Sovereign, before /the gallant Nobles ^ 
' of England, t^ili I proclaim his bafe- 

' ttefs, a^Ad demand full redrefs. Let 
« ws h^ften to the royal prefence : there 
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f, ^ (hall fay friends croiid round mc, and 

I • ^ my yafials attend my orders.* 

Randdlph was pkafed at this refolii- 
don^ which William confidered as the 
moft honourablei, but he as the fafeft 
courfe. The time, the manner, and 
all the circuiiiftances of their departure 
were now fettled with more temper and 
compofed deliberation. The Knight 
ihfifted to accompany his noble friend, 
together with his band of followers: 
Jacqueline confented ftill to refide in 
Cornwall, until the Earl had obtained,

* thoughts and defires were fixed on 

* Ela. How did I labour to engage her 
' attention by my gorgeous entry ? Well 
^ do I remember the device which then 

* adorned my ftiield, and which my 

* ^youthful pride had diftated. It was 

* an eagle towering in air, with his 

* eyes fixed on the fun-, and thefc 
,* words beneath: Not ARROCANr,

* traverfed 
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* traverfcd the lifts in fokmn ftatc j 
^ and each champion, as hepafled, made 

* low obeifance towards the place where 
^ Ela fat; but each unnoticed, 'till, 

* William pacing proudly by, and pay- 

* ing thejuft homage to her high beau- 
^ ty, fuddenly fhe let fall the knot of 

* ribbons which adorned her lovely arm. 

* I feizcd, kiffed, and fixed it in my 

* creft : and on that day did my gallant 

* deeds confefs my zeal to merit her 

* high regards. Many a fpear was brave- 

* ly ftiivercd: but, c're our appointed 

* courfes were finifhed, a loud and fud- 

* den fhriek affailcd our aflfrighted ears : 

* we turned and faw the fcaffold, where 

* this fair dame was feated, yielding to 

* its bad. I burft like lightning to her 
" reicue ; and, amidft all tlie officious 

* and vigorous interpofition of the croud, 
^ which the dangerous incident had col- 

* leded.

* Was my heart ever eftranged ? Was it

Randolph was ftudious to divert him 
from this melancholy fubjeft. Revenge, 
he knew, was grateful to the high foul 
of William ; and be laboured to infpire 
him with hopes of a brave revenge. 
He fpoke pf the arts that had been ufcd 
to influence the weaknefs of a widowed, 
unfriended, unafllfted woman ; of the 
craft of Hubert, and his iniquitous abufe 
of the royal favour. ' But now, ' faid

* lour lead forth his vidorious armies j 

* the united voice of a happy peopU 

* may blefs him, and the united force of 

* all his enemies may fink befo;-c him. 

* If heaven fhould be thus graciovs to 

* our country, could its tranjfcpndtnc 

* favour adrnit of any acceflion ? — Yes J 

* let the happinefs, difFufed from thp 
' throne, be refledled back on fuch a 

^ Monarch, 
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* Monarch. Let him be amply reward- 

* ed, in a princely confort, fitted to 
' grace his royal feat, and relieve his 

* generous cares. — Then, let the ardent 
' prayers of his people be accepted. 

* Let the princely pair flourilh, and 

* very late pay the debt of nature : from 

* heir to heir let their virtues be tranf- 

* mitted -, and immortal be the glories 

* and bleffings of their reign !* 

The fpirit of the good Knight was ele*, 
vated and inflamed by this idea of pub- 
lic felicity, the moft exalted and com- 
pleat which his imagination could form: 
and William feemed to forget his private 
grief, and to be wrapt in the fame pleaf- 
ing dream.

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* nefs of her noble nature, and to thank 

* the faints for her prefervation !' — - 
The young Lord could no longer reftrain 
his impatient ardor ; they had both 
alighted, and he now ruflied on EarJ 
William, and clung round his neck, 
with all the extravagance of joy. ' What 

* though* faid he, ' the brave Les 

* Roches be, ftill purfucd by the feverity 
.' of fortune i he may be refcued; 'h«

Thus faying, herufhed forward^ -with 
an afpeft of fiery refentment arid indig- 
nation. Cauvigny turAed back with- his 
followers, and attended him; expefting 
fome important difcbv6ry, fome cjcplanar. 
tionof what'the Earl had haftily saad ob- 
fcurely hinted. They foon reached the 
very tentfe of gfeatncfs and magnifi- 
cence; arid, now, the long loft Earl 
of Salilbury once more appeared in be- 
eoraing ftate amidft the nobles of Eng- 
land, ihining tike the great light of hea- 
ven when juft emerged from a dark and 
^aieftil eclipfe. His ancient friends em- 
braced .him ; his peers crouded round 
him, impatient to learn the ftory of his 
G 3 won- 
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iTGiidtrfal dcKverancc; Not fo the craf- 
ty Hubert : he heard of his arrival with 
terror, and .beheld him with confufion 
and difmay. The young King haftcncd 
to congratulate his noble kinfman, who 
ftink upon his knee, loudly calling for 
jufticc and redrefs. Henry raifed him, 
and demanded the caufe and purpofe of 
his petition. The Earl coUeded his

* witnefs for me, ye warlike Barons and. 

^ Nobles 
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"^ Nobles of this land, with what zeialoas 

* loyalty I laboured to fupport the caufe 

* of Henry, and to eftablifh our rightful 

* King on that rc^al feat : for him and 

* for our country have I encountered 
-* the toils and defperate calamities of 
"* war, the fury of proud foes and for- 

* midable hofts, the rage of ftorms and 

* waves, and the dangers of the tern- 

* pcftuous ocean. Scarcely have thefe* 

* fhattercd limbs fupported the painful 
*• tafk of honour, and wonderful hath 

* my deliverance been. And what is my 

* recompence? WhilftI fought in Gaf- 
•* coigne, this pernicious courtier, who 

* never experienced the hazards and 
^ diftreffes of the field, never knew' 

* aught but the luxurious eafe of a pa- 
^ lace, contrived the ruin of the brave 
' harrafled foldier. He chofe out his 
*» minion, his nephew, the unworthily-

*. ennobled Raymond : he filled the royal 

* ears with falfe and malicious tales of

* he hath deceived her credulity, or per- 
^ haps by force poffeffed himfelf of her 
.* bed. I feek not for reparation : my

* due to that deadly wound my honour 
« hath thus fuftained. To the juftice of 
^ my liege Lord I fly, — to your royal 

* juftice, rather than to the influence

Henry was embarrafled and difordeiied 
by the boldnefs of this addrefi. The 
pi-ecipitation with which he had yielded 
to the defires of Hubert now appeared 
in the true light, and covered him witii 
confufion. He prepared to accoft the 
Earl in fuch fooching terms as he could 
command in this diforder of his thoughts, 
when the favourite, verfed in all the re- 
fined arts of diflimulation, haftily pre- 
vented him, and thus alTumed the fern- 
blance of a generous impatience of all 
cenfure or fufpicion :

* mitted ? What vile diflioneft purpofcs 

* have been purfued,that vengeance is fo 
^ k>v»dly denounced ? The foul of Ray- 

* mond is noble, and his procedure hath 

* been honourable. True, he fought the 
f Countefs;'he found her deep in for* 

* row; he indulged her forrow; nor 
'* urged his pafllon with the importunity 

* of violent love. He waited, if, hap- 

* pily, time and his tender cares might 

* move the Countefs to liften to his fait ; 
-* but, thanks to the interpofmg^ provi- 

* denee <xf heaven, his fuit could not pre- 

* vail.— *-Go, Lord William, repair to 

* thy princely caftle : there thy wife 

* waits 
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5- waits to receive thee ; there fhalt thou 
^ find her unaffailed and unpolluted. Go, 

* and be happy •, and, when thou refleft- 

* eft on thine own credulity, learn to for* 

* give thofe who too eafily received the 

* falfe ftory of thy death/ 

The Earl gazed in filcnce, doubting, 
yet willing to believe thefe happy tidings. 
Hubert repeated his affuranccs with an 
afped fteady and compofed. ' By my 

* Holidame !' exclaimed the King, * it 

* rejoiceth us that Lord William hath 

* now found his fufpicions falfe : not the 

* unexpefted deliverance and happy arri- 

* val of our noble coulin give us greater 

* joy. — But let us forget all jealoufics, 

* and defpife all falfe rumours. — Em- 
« brace, and forgive Lord Hubert, com- 

* mand our power, and enjoy the re- 

* ward of thy gallant toib.' — The cour- 

tiers 
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tiers echoed the fcntiments of their 
Prince, and William with a conftrained 
fubmiffion gave his hand to Hubert : 
his noble friends were coUefted round 
him, and renewed their congratulations : 
the King by his carefles feemed willing 
to efface the remembrance of that eafi- 
ncfs with which he had yielded to the 
defires of his favourite,and this favourite, 
by an affumed affeftion and humblenefs 
of deportment, fought to quench all re- 
mains of animofity in the mind of the in- 
jured Earl ; but cpnfcious, of his own arti- 
fice and hypocrify, he naturally fufpefted 
that readinefs of belief, with which Salif- 
bury feemed to yield to his declarations, 
as well as that fudden calm of peace and 
reconciliation, in which his fury appear- 
ed to fubfide.

And may due 
honour and reward attend that fideUty, 

* which guarded the unhappy devoted

* exhorted, and by degrees fo fair gaifi- 
< ed 6n his confidence, that he freely

* anxious for the refcue of our compa-

* of the pirate flying before us. His 

* veffei was of quicker fail, and his ma- 

* riners more expert. IJe left us in rage

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* tiohs, and ftrtdning our limbs in fruit- 

* lefs efforts to regain our captive friends. 

* In the bitternefs of grief and difappoint- 

* mcnt, I refolved to Continue the pur- 

* fuit, if happily fbme favourable inci-

^ LQr4 Hubert, whom I foon found 

* to be priiHipil in the confidence of his 
•' matter, c^ho^d tfhe feniiments pf Hen-

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' ry: he frequently held converfe whn 

* me, and enquired much about the af- 

* fairs of my province. Difpourfe of the 

* late wars naturally introduced the name 

* of Salilbury : I fighed, and Hubert 
. * haftily demanded if I could fay aught 

* of the fortunes of this Lord. The 

* melancholy air which I aflumed, re- 

* doubled his attention : I told him that 

* Lord William had landed in France, 

* had been purfued • by the fury of his 

* unjuft enemies, fled with a noble maid 

* whofe father had deeply fhared in his

CH AIJ V I G N Y |>repared to anfwcr^ 
when their coaferchce was fudden* 
ly interrupted by theapproftchof a Aran* 
ger, who, with gentle afpe& ind deportJ 
ment, addreffed himfelf to Salifbury, and 
jdndiy congratulated lus fafe return to 
£hgldn^ The Earl beheld him with 
iUrprife ten^percd.with duccourtefy, and> 
^ c^t he could demand hh ivatne, the 

Aranger 6bferyed with earheibiefs that 
the dampy (hades of night were ap- 
proaching fait; and pointing to a fair 
dweUing, which lay at fomefmall diftance, 
invited the Lords to accept of refidence 
and refreihment« under his roof, 'tiU 
.morning. * There/ faid he, * fliall your 
* retinue be alfo, entertained; and there 
5 fliall Lord William receive feme pleaf- 
I 4 * ing 
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* ing iatelUgencc from the caftle of St* 
« lilbury.* — ^Without farther hefitation 
or enquiry, the Earl joyfully accepted 
this/ invitation, sind, prefllng forward ag 
his hoft diredbed, entered a goodly haO, 
which feemed decked and prepared for 
iis hd^itable reception. i 

, Little did this Lord conceive erf* the 
danger which now awaited him; of the 
defpq-ate .purpofes of Raymond and his 
aflbciates, : and the fecret malignity of 
Hubert, who for fome time had enter* 
laijieda defign againft his life, and hefi-. 
tated only about the means of execution, 
Confcious of the vengeance due to hisowa 
bafenefs, and falfehood, and firmly deter- 
mined to prevent it, he revolved many 
■difFerent fchemes of deftroyihg Earl Wil- 
liam either by force or fraud. In the

^ Lord William with this fata} draughty 
^ and name the reward of .:^ great % 
« fenrice.' — -^An4 Ww h^ proceeded 
to e:|^plain his fell purpofe tQ th^ Mcm^ 
more partic>£|l^rly» He difniifled him 
fully inftruftedj aiid impaticat for the 
executioa* Reginald was receiiiied by 
the abjedt crcatui^ pf Hubert^ and iiir 
veiled with abfolute ^liithority over hi* 
domcftics j Tyrrel watched the approach 
of Lord William \ this Lord accepted 
his infidipus invitation ; and the Monk 
was brought bef9reh^rR,?s ^perfonfroraf 
whom, he was to receive i>wi parocpjai^ 

in- 
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intelligence of his Countefs. The Earl 
was earneft in his enquiries, and Regin^ . 
hald prompt in his falfe aiTurances. He 
declared (as he had been inftrufted by 
Hubert) that he had for fome time refid- 
cd in the caftle of Salifbury, employed in 
adminiftring fpiQtual confolaition to a do*

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Reginhald he rtfigned the abfolute coirir 
mand of his domeftics. The wicked 
Monk was officioufly attentive to oblige 
Lord Salilbury; eager to promote the 
joy of the table, but lefs intent on fliar- 
ing in this joy, than in providing for the 
guefts. He had now mixed the fatdl 
draught, and faw the poifbned bowl 
in the hand of an attendant, ready to be 
delivered to Lord Wiiliarp. He ftood 
unnoticed in a diftant part of the hall > 
his heart panting, his limbs trembiingp 
and his haggard eyes fixed upon the Earl.

They returned towards the houfe of Rarl- 
dolph, ftill wondering at the delay of their

Nor did thefe late extraordinary events, 
which had engaged all the ■ attention Df 
Raymond and his creatures, fail to excite 
the wonder and expeftarion of the Coun- 
tefs.

cwifitemhnt. She was but too wdlac^ 
qilainted ^ith the violence of Ela, too 
much alarmed with the dread of her ni* 
lapfing irttx) her former malady, to; en* 
tfoft this fatal imelUgeace to her eon 
With a heart oppreffcd with, grief ahcl 
terror^, fhe afiumed the afped bf eafe and 
fetenitjr* When the Counteft expreffii4 
her fears, a figh fometimes efcaped from 
the atcfendantj but it feemed the figh 
of friendly fympathy : and, in her tMi, 
jnentsof pleafing thoughts and expefta^ 
tions, Elinor had ever at comtrta'nd;lbmc 
general expreffions of comfort, feme feffu*- 
fiohs of pious confidence in the great pto- 
Cijftor of- ihftcJttnce, to brighten tht "dawn 
x)f hope which arofe within hrer gentle 
taiilrcls. But Ihe was fopn to be Uti^ 
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ikcdy«d ; too foon was her heart to 
ix pienxd wjth the nioft dreadful tid- 
jings.

S E C T. L 

THE two brothers, who had proval 
fuch . zealovis agents in oppreflion 
4nd cruelty, were once again to aggravate 
the diftreflcs of the Countefs. The (fir- 
content and envy which Grey had con- 
ceived towards Reginhald fince his laft 
arrival, and which he was not ftudious to 
conceal, together with the infolence and 
prefamption of this Monk, founded on 
the opinion of his great fervices, produced 
niutual coldnefs and contempt in their 
wicked hearts, and threatened to diflolvc 
their iniquitous union.

outrage and irreverence which, he had 
com nutted vrcre now recalled to . mind, 
and repeated by every tongue. How 
often he had dirfturbed or difgraced their 
religii^s houiib» Vf^ now freeiy lold; 
}iow often hh i;nQSe;n&ve hrcthreA bad 

been 
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been expofed to his infolence tfr malice ^ 
how often his beaftly revels had been 
prolonged, 'till, roufed /by the mattiri- 
bell, he had mixed his debauchery with 
their early devotibns. It was at length 
refolved to fend a deputation to the caftle 
of Sali(bury to demand that Reginhald 
Ihould be fent back to his monaftery, 
there to hear his accufers, and to fufFer 
the punilhment due to hi$ accumulatc4 
bafenefs. 

The perfons entrufted with this com- 
miffion were now arrived. The Monk 
was made acquainted with the purpofe 
of their coming, and afFcdled to treat 
them with defiance and contempt, al- 
though he was too confcious of his guilt 
not to feel the moft violent fecret emo- 
tions of terror. He fought his brother, 
;md demanded his advice and afliftance in

They chofe for their 
private conference a garden belonging to 
the caftle, in which the Countefs ha(i 
xhiefly deliglued in her happier day^ 
an4 which fhe now fometimes vifited^ 
t(> refrelh her harrafled mind. Grey 
liftened to the ftory of his brother's dan- 
ger, with a provoking coldnefs and in- 
fenfibility. Reginhald rudely vaunted

•" Hubert !• was repeated with forrow 
ind indignation. The difmal tidings

His afflidted friends conveyed the Earl 
t6 his couch.

^and defigns* He had- marked his cfft-

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* enemies hath reached the Earl, how 
^ fhall Ofwald hope to efcape ?' Then, 
fitting down in mournful filenee, he 
paffed the heavy hours in all the bitter- 
nefs of anguifli and defpair, 'till the 
dawn of morning. 

The friends and vaffals of the EarU 
who by this time began to coUeft round 
their Lord, had fcarcely felt the alarjtn 
of his danger, when they received the 
joyful tidings of his recovery.

He conclikitoi 
with relating the re^ptidri of the ffidk 
fengefs, and his own cfcape, humify 
imploring the protedbion of the Earl a-^ 
gainil his incenfed Lord. ^ Maty hea^ 

* ven^ forget me/ refilled William, * if 

* I forget thy hofteftf. But come, my 

* friends ! if ever pity foftened ycnir 

* breafts, if ever manhood dwelt in 

* your noble hearts, iffifj me in piK 

* niftiing the injuries of my gentle Cdur*- 

* tefs/ — Here- yoong William entered^ 
artd raa fondly ta embrace his father. 
At fight of hin¥ Ofwald fell upon his 
knees, and^ with an es^travag^nce of 
pious joy, thanked Che gracious poweis 
who had prefervcd him. The boy turn- 
ed 
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^ and acknowiedg^ his former protec- 
tor. Tkis was the truth of ail that Of^ 
wald had delivered wonderfully con-

and promifes of favour. The attendants 
were fummooed : every monjent brought 
in more and niore of the Earl's vaffals :

To 
the nol^tler few hebinted thefc things with 
caution, and they received his infiaua- 
tions with difdain, loudly declaring fihat 
they were refolved to Jive pr die witl^ 
Raymond, f® the bafer and the gne^ipf 
number he fpoke more plainly, Xo 
them he fcrupled not to declare, th^t thp 
violent fi^ffions of their i.Qrd bad .difor- 
dered his aindprftanding^ and aik^d, mitk 
Mvell-afFeded 'terror, who could b^ i&ie, 
after the outrageous dealing with bis un- ' 
happy brother, whofe only fault was, 
that he had ferved Lord Raymond (alas!) 
\vith too blind ^nd foo violent a ^e^.-^r-

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They Jiejwrd him with approbation, tfA 
«a(jily cQnfcnited to fubmit to his direc*

The unhappy Raymond was now re- 
jduce^ tP the loweft ftate of human 
l^retchpdnefs ; tarmeoted with the con- 
/dpufnefsof his own guilt and weaknefs; 
upa:ble.tp repair, or to attonefor, the mifr 
chiqf he h^d occafioned ^ pkr^t<i with ail 
fhp flings of rcrporle 5 uji^ble to cpnc-eaj 
bis ^iigrace, yet ftilj tqo great of foul tq 
bear it : hejplefs apd fpliiary, whilft th« 
^r.m of vengeance yas lifted againft hir^ j 
defcrjecj by his followers, ^nd betrayed by 
libe jpn^p y^bpfe wicfced ;arts had funk biin 
mfojUis d^?j>di of mifery. Grey, od th© 
QthiCTJwnd^ feefncd to h^ve compofed bis 
f»r5^ atid to enjoy a fhort-livcd triumph, 
He.bftd poUedcrt^ party round him, which 
gave :hin3 tjie command of the caftle. Hi^ 
Lord had retired to give his diftraftions 

fome 
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fome moments of reft ; and his creature 
now iffued out orders to his affociates, to 
watch his motions, and even to oppofe 
his departure by force. 

In the midft of his prefumption, he 
fought Lord Raymond, whom he had 
but now avoided with^ the moft abjedt

* brother ? — Guilty indeed he was, but

' not upbraid thee now. — Thofe fol- 

* lowers, whom Raymond cannot pro- 
' te6t, he, muft no longer hope to com- 

* mand. — Nay, my Lord, feek not to 

* pafs : here thou haft no longer power ; 

* this chamber muft content thee : here 

* muft Earl William find thee. Anfwer 

* him as thou mayeft.' There only 

wanted this treacherous infolence, to fill 
up the mighty fum of miferies, under 
which Raymond groaned. He found 
himfelf indeed a prifoner, guarded by 
his own people, and in the abfolute 

power 
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power of his pcrfidioiM crcftturc. H^ 
flood in mute furprife; and Grey waj 
juft preparing to repeat his infolence, 
when the noife of horfetnen called him 
fuddenly forth.

(hocking tidings of his death, ihe had

.the hand of Ela. ' Speak to me/' cried 
,Jhc ; * fay that thou rgoiceft at my rc- 
r^ turn. — No word of congratulation!

* ^ny reception ?*— The Countefs gazed
